h.  Weather: 

(1)  Interior:  The  northeast  monsoon  prevailed  over  the 

area  throughout  this  period  and  there  vraa  very  little  day  to  day  change 
in  th8  rather  pattern  over  the  interior.  Sides  were  generally  fair  to 
partly  cloudy  with  ground  fog  fomins^Lt^^jhi^^fflntain  valleys  near 
sunrise.  Fog  was  especially  heavy  in  the  Dak  To  area 

and  hampered  some  airlift  ope  ration  s^duHngtKa  early  morning  hours. 

Very  little  rain  fell  over  the  interior  during  this  period;  the  only 
significant  anouijt.  occurred  with  a  dissipating  tropical  storm  that  moved 
across  the  central  plateau  on  the  10th  and  11th  of  November,  ' 

(2)  Coast:  The  northeast  monsoon  has  been  very  dry  this 
year  and  precipitation  was  about  half  of  the  normal  expected  during  this 
period.  Skies  were  partly  cloudy  to  cloudy  during  November  and  December 
but  by  nid-January  skies  became  mostly  fair.  During  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber  ceilings  along  the  coast  from  Nka  Trang  northward  wore  generally 
1500  to  25OO  feet  during  the  early  morning  hours  but-  lifted  to  3000  to 
4000  feet  by  noon.  Thie  coastal  ridges  in  PEE5HIKS,  Capital  ROK  Divis¬ 
ion  and  9th  BOK  Division  areas  of  operations  were  u^ially  obscurred  with 
low  clouds  and  light  rain  between  the  hours  of  0200' hours  to  1000  hours. 
Very  little  rain  was  reported  along  the  coast  sooth  of  Nha  Trang.  Ty¬ 
phoon  Freda  hit  the  coast  between  Toy  Boa  and  Mnh  Hoa  on  the  morning 
of  10  November.  Winde  as  high  as  6?  knots  were  reported  within  a  20 
mils  radius  of  the  atom-  center.  The  stem  weakened  rapidly  as  it  moved 
inland;  however,  it  deposited  2-3  inches  of  rain  along  the  coast  between 
Ninh  Hoa  and  Qui  Nhoa  and  heavier  amounts  in  the  mountains  to  the  west 
of  this  area.

1.  On  27 'December  1968  IFFOhCEV  published  a  plan 
for  Chieu  Hoi/Bai  Doan  Ket  Programs  duringtho  1968  Tet  season,  a  sali¬ 
ent  feature  of  this  plan  was  that  the  Province  Senior  Advisors  and  their 
staffs  wore  given  the  responsibility  for  centralized  planning,  coordina¬ 
tion  ‘cd  advisory- assistance  for  the  entire  U3  PSIOP  Tet  Campaign. 
Leai'-«t  etc  oka  made  available  through  the  8th  PSIOP  En  were  allocated 
to  the  provinces.  A3?  operators  were  required  to  coordinate  their  ef¬ 
forts  with  the  Province  Advisory  Team;  This  new  approach  resulted  in  a 
substantial  decrease  in  duplication  of  effort  and  improvement  in  con¬ 
sistency  bftbeaea,  targeted  against  a  given  audlcnoe.  Additic&ally, 
greater  emphasis  was  placed  co  the  use  of  information  channels  tp  oon- 
vlnce  U3  personnel  that;  intoUigehcc  and  P3Y0P  benefits  would  accrue 
from  .the  'proper  ireatsefet  and  rapid  reporting  of  Hoi  Chanh. 

g,  During  this  period  the  Province  Senior  Advisors 
reported  that  the  civilian  PSIOP  activities  laths  iaforcatioa  end  na¬ 
tion  building  fields,  the  Military  PSIOP  effort  against  enemy  units  sad 
tbs  Chieu  Hoi  Program  were  being  carried  forward  as  an  integrated  effort,

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Although  the  degree  of  coordination  between -these  programs  varies  be¬ 
tween  provinces,  an  increasing  number  of  Province  PSYOP  Committees  and 
Province  PSYOP  soetions  headed  by  a  OS  advisor  should  provide  an  in¬ 
creasingly  favorable  impact. 

2;  Planning  commenced  during  ■‘■hio  period  for  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Kha  Trang  based  Combined  Propaganda  Support  Center  (CPSC) 
for  the  Coastal  Provinces.  The  CISC,  US  and  ROK.  manned,  will  initially 
coordinate  requests’  for  PSYOP  aircraft  support.  In  order  to  reach  its 
full,  potential  plans  call  for  the  CP3G  to  include  GVH  forces  and  under¬ 
take  the  coordination  of  PSYOP  printing  and  tape  production  requests. 

(f)  Renewed  efforts  were  mado  to  assure  more  complete 
exploitation  of  Boi  Chanh  (ralliers)  for  intelligence  and  PSYOP  purposes. 

1.  A  coordinated  list  of  t-SYOP  interrogation  re¬ 
quirements  was  disiritaited  to  OS  OPCON  uhius  for  UBe  in  interrogation 
of  Hoi  Chanh  and  Pd'e. 

2,  The  Chief,  Chiqu  Hoi/llilitary  PSYOP  Division 
of  CORDS  was  appointed  a  newbor  of  the  XI  Corps  Intelligence  Collection 
and  Exploitation  Coamitteo  (ICEX) .  The  province  Hilttary  PSYCP  advi¬ 
sors  were  also  appointed  to  the  jrovince  1CEX  Comittoes.  These  ar¬ 
rangements  should  improve  the  integration  of  the  PSYOP  and  intelligence 
comunities  in  the  attack  on  the  infrastructure. 

(g)  On  20  January  1963  a  JO  to  radio  station  targeted 
against  VC/HVa  units  began  operating  at  Pleiku  as  a  six  month-  test  of 
this -propaganda  media.  Programming  for  this  station  is  provided  by  the 
AFtVN  General  Political  Warfare  Department.  Technical  support  for  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Radio  Transmitting  Set  aN/KT-22  and  associated  equipment 

is  provided  by  a  detachment  from  the  ?tb  PSYCP  Group,  Okinawa.  Hini 
radio-receivers  with  a  fixed  frequency  of  the  station  have  been  distri¬ 
buted  by  hand  .and  air  drop  in  tor got  areas,  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  evaluate  the  project  through  interrogation  of  rtf  and  Hoi  Chanh. 

This  evaluation  will  seek  to  determine  whether  a  propaganda  radio  capa¬ 
bility  should  bo  an  integral  part  of  US  PSYOP  support  units  in  Vietnam. 

v  (h)  At  the  outbreak  of  tho  enemy*  s  Tet  offensive, 
IFFORCEV  directed  a  saturation  PSYOP  effort  to  exploit-  new  vulnerabili¬ 
ties  presented  as  the  enemy' a  drive  failed.  Special  leaflets  were 
produced  emphasizing  the  failure  of  the  eniany  to  receive  popular  support, 
his  failure  to  honor  the  Tet  holiday  and  the  violation  of  his  self-pro¬ 
claimed  truce.  Tho  Chieu  hoi/Kilitory  PSYOP  Division  operated  a  rSYO? 
Tactical  Operation  Center  to.  receive  and  process  requests  for  PSYOP  media 
and  aircraft  support.  Desk  officers  coordinated  the  requests  of  tacti¬ 
cal  unite  and  provinces.  This  system  enabled  the  8th  PSYOP  to  to  concen¬ 
trate- solely  on  production  and  dissemination  of  material. 

(2)  Supports 

(a)  On  1  Deo  67  the  8th  PSYOP  to  was  activated  to 
replace  tho  245th  PSYOP  Co  as  the  principal  military  PSYOP  agency  sup¬ 
porting  operations  within  II  C72,  The  battalion  lias  20  officers  and 
63  enlisted  men.  Co  A  is'  located  in  Nha"  Trang  anu  operates  together 
with  C  Fuignt,  9th  ACS  to  provide  PSYOP  support  for  tho  Coastal  irp- 
viftcos.  Co  B  was- organized  at  i-loiku  to  work  with  B  Flight,  9th  <iC3 
on  supporting  the  Highland  rrcvdnceo.  By  the  close  of  the  reporting 
period  a  battalion  -staff  was  functioning,  .a  Propaganda  Development 
Center  bad  been  established,  and  construction  of  a  new  battalion  head¬ 
quarter!}  was  nearly  completed.  This  upgrading  of  the  military  PSYOP 
support  agency  to  battalion  status  should  markedly  improve  the  quantity 
-and  quality  of  the  PSYOP  efforts.’ 
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(b)  .The  8th  PS/OP  Bn  maintained  a  total  of  five  loud¬ 
speaker  .(HB).  and  five  audio-visual  (KS)  field  teams  for  support  of  opera¬ 
tions.  -For  the  first  tike"  ah  HE  team  was  attAohedi  to  n  Province  Advisory 
Teas.  This 'arrangement  enabled  the  audio-visual  team  to  support  US  tac¬ 
tical  units,,  cordon  and  search  operations  and  a  variety  of  revolutionary 
development  programs.' 

(c)  The  9th- ACS  flew  884  missions,  disseminated 
450,518,000  leaflets  and  provided  1102' hours  of  loudspeaker  broadcasts. 
Fifteen  night  missions  were  flown  by  C-47  aircraft.  The  full  potential 
of  the  9th  aCS  to  support  night  missions  has  not  been  realized  because 
of  the  non-availability  of  navigational  eq'iips&nt  required  for  the  02B 
to  have  a  night  capability.  The  diversion  of  PSYOP  C4?  aircraft  to 
flare  missions  hasalso  had ‘-an.  adverse  effect. 

(d)  The  1968  II  C1Z,  Tet  Plan  provided  for  use  of  HU-1 
helicopters  to  augment  aircraft  support  during  the  high  intensity  Tat 
period.  At  the  end  of  January  two  helicopters  rigged  with  ABS-4,  1,000 
watt  loudspeaker  systems,  were  rendering  invaluable,  support  to  the  Tet 
Program. 


(e)  The  8th  PSYOP  Bn  has  received  and  employed  one 
Modular  audio-Visual  Unit  (HAVU).  This  equipment  has  performed  suc¬ 
cessfully  in  a  variety  of  field  conditions.  It  provides  substantially 
tha  sane  capability  as  the  audio-visual  joepstor  (except  for  the  vehi¬ 
cle)  at  a  substantially-  lower  cost.  This  readily  transportable  equip¬ 
ment  in  particularly  suitable  for  support  of  nation  building  PSYOP 
efforts. 


g.  (C)  Chemical: 

(1)  General: 

(a)  Herbicide  Operations  have  been  characterized  by 
inordinate  delay  from  initiation  of  the  request,  until  the  mission  has 
been  executed.  This  has  pertained  to  aerial  spray  missions  in  parti¬ 
cular.  A  new  apparatus  has  boon  introduced  into  the  II  CTZ  which  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  crop  denial  or  defoliation  missions  in  approved 
areas  which  are  too  small  for  C-123  strikes.  The  agavenco  Sprayer, 
originally^  designed  to  disperse  insecticides  has  been  found  to  be  ef¬ 
fective  in  herbicide  operations.  The  Agavenca  sprayer  is  a  relatively 
simple  apparatus  and  can  be  quickly  and  easy  mounted  in  a  UH-1  helicop¬ 
ter.  It  will  spray  on  area  of  approximately  20  hectares. 

(b)  Plot  Gcntrol  agents  received  wide  acclaim  for 
their  effectiveness  in  the  battles  of  Tam  Quan  .end  Dak  To.  A  shortage 
of  most  types  of  <3 -munitions -sttll  exists  because  of  their  experimen¬ 
tal  status.  Thu-latest  allocation  to  IFFOhCE?  was  for  95  2-158  CS 
Canister  Clnsters,  ItO  E~8  Tactical  CS  Launchers,  and  179  AQmaCS  Gra¬ 
nados  to  bo  suballocated  to  the  1st  Cav  Div  (M),  the  4th  Inf  Div  and 
the  173d  Aba  Eke.  The  Capital  HOS  Inf actry  Division  used  CS  extensively 
in  Operation  MAE# -HO  9.

(2)  The  1968  II  CTZ  Combined  Campaign  Plan  (CCP)  was  devel¬ 
oped  as  a  coabince.  document  in  every  sense  of  the  wordy  Although  it  was 
not  signed  frrnally  by  CG,  ROKFV-FC,  his  staff  participated  fully  in  its 
development  and  ha  has  accepted  in  pronciple  its  provisions  as  they  apply 
in  his  TACS.  Further,  a  UOKFV-FC  plan  for  C'f  1968  has  been  published 
which  parallels  the  US/GVN  document,  Combined  planning  has  now  been 
extended  to  the  province  level.  For  example,  tho  RD  Guidelines  and  the 
CCP  have  boon  incorporated  into  a  provincial  plan  which  covers  all  as¬ 
pects  of  pacification  and  nation  holding.  This  provincial  plan  is  the 
blueprint  by  which  support  provideu  by  tho  USAID  Country  Assistant  Pro- 
gran  ear.  be  used  fully  integrated  into  tho  efforts  of  II  CTZ,  during 
1968, 


(3)  RVKaF  Supjjprt  of  Pacification  emphasized  increasing 
quantity  and  improving  effectiveness- of  RF/PF  units,  at  end  C 1  1967

Artillery  Branch  stated 
that  it  can,  in  a  twelve  month  period,  provide  command  recommended 
artillery  lieutenant  colonels  on  the  basis  of  one  per  battalion  and  only 
an  additional  40  percent  for  othor  assignments.

to  taintaia  the  required  quality  of  staff  officers  at  this  headquarters

During  the  reporting  period  justification  for 
Permanent  Local  National  Direct  Hire  requirements  word  submitted  based 
on  the  revised  USaHV  work  unit  yardstick  guido.  actions  were  take  to 
transfer  34  authoilzed  spaces  from  this  headquarters  to  the  17fav»vn  Cpt 
These  spaces  were  transferred  upon  assignment  <>f  the  201st  ato  Co  and 
7/17  Cav  to  the  17th  avn  Gp.  This  headquarters  currently  has  250  spaces 
authorized  and  justification  suiaitted  for  296  spaces,  notions  are 
being  continued  to  convert  in.,  align  wdgo  scales  anu  job  descriptions 
in  non-appropriated  fluid  activities  to  conform  with  wage  scales  and 
grade  standards  presently  used  in  appropriated  fund  activities.

(1)  Crime  Prevention:  The  Hha  Trang  ,irea  Post  Exchanges 
inventory  for  the  period  11  September  1967  to  10  January  1963  Indicate 
a  significant  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  losses  to  gross  sales, 
losses  during  the  previous  period,  U  Hay  1967,  ran(od  f?vE  .53/  to 
33.59/  of  total  sales  vdth  an  average  los3  of  15.77/  for  the  fo«r 
exchanges  involved  in  the  survey.  The  results  for  the  four  iwnth 
pdrioc  ending  10  January  1963  show  an  overall  reduction  of  average 
losses  ranging  from  13.30/  to  .89/  vdth  an  average  loss  of  3 ,58/. 

This  reduction  of  losses  can  bo  attributed  in  part  to  the  cortrol  and 
accountability  measures  implemented  by  store  managers  as  a  result  of 
crime  prevention  surveys  conducted  on  the  four  exchanges.

<1,  Support  of  Special  Forces:  IFrOr.ChV  ..rtiliery  ^r^ups 
established  liaioor.  with  special  forces  B  uetacliaents  in  IX  CTZ  to 
insure  that  adequate  artillery  support  is  provided  special  forces 
camps  and  operations.  Thus  far,  support  has  inciUueu  training  assistance 
at  those  camps  equipped  with  artillery  for  forward  observers,  gun  crews 
and  fire  direction  personnel;  providing  forward  observers  and. quick 
fire  chamois  for  operations;  ana  exchanging  intelligence  information. 

o.  Support  of  ARVH:  IFFOMLSV  artillery  provided  training 
support  for  both  ,diVH  artillery  and  maneuver  units  during  tho  reporting 
period.  Forward  observer  training  c  lurses  wure  presented  to  company 
grade  officers  of  tho  40th,  -41st,  and  47th  .d'.Vil  Itegimen.s;  maintenance 
and  survey  courses  were  presorted;  and  .uiVil  artillery  fire  missions  are 
being  processed  through  US  artillery  FaULT-  integrating  fires  of  adja¬ 
cent  units.

(2)  Tho  purpose  of  developing  a  more  definitive  re- 
g>ort  and  analys  s  system  is  to  pidvide  a  vohicle  for  chaimeling  the 
efforts  of  all  fire  -support  agencies  toward  comon  objectives,  which 
are:  To  direct  firepower  against  tho  enemy  so  ae  to  make  tbs  most 
efficient  and  coordinated  use  possible  of  integrated  fire  support 
resources  and  to  obtain  maximum  utilization  of  all  ordnance  expended.

separate  brigades. '  Increased  emphasis  on  artillery  target  intelli¬ 
gence  is  expected  to  result  in  mere  timely  an-  accurate  tartet  acquisi¬ 
tion  and  will  increase  the  effectiveness  of  artillery  fires. 

j.  Training: 

(1)  To  increase  professionalism  within  the  artillery 

and,  to  insure  a  safe  transition  into  combat  operations  for  newly  arrived 
personnel,  two  c-ursus  of  instruction  for  IFFOitCEV  .artillery  and  division¬ 
al  Artillery  unit 3  have  bo-n  initiated  beginning  8  January  1968. 

(a)  Forward  Observer  Training  Course  (FO'XC):  This 
course  is  conducted  four  times  per  month  at  2d  Bn,  17th  Arty  for  a 
maximum  of  12  student s/class.  FOTC  consists  of  eight  hours  classroom 
instruction  and  24  hour-3  sorvico  practice  and  ,.ractic_l  application. 

FOTC  covers  duties  of  the  FO  team,  equipment,  map  reading,  communica¬ 
tion,  mission  of  artillery,  faro  planning,  rule*  of  engo^coont ^  coordi¬ 
nation  and  clear anco  of  fire,  TaC  air.  Aerial  Koojet  artillery-  Kaval 
support,  night  firing  and  lessons  learned. 

(b)  Fire  Direction  Officer  Training  Course  (FDOTC). 

This  c.urse  is  conducted  four  times  per  month  at  3d  Bn,  6th  Arty  for 

a  npxiaiun  of  12  students/class.  FDOTC  covers  organization  of  the  FDC, 
duties  of  personnel,  rules  of  engagement,  eovruirut,on  ana  clearance  of 
fires,  equipment,  determination  of  chart  data,  friendly  elements,  compu¬ 
tation  of  firing  data,  completion  of  forms,  registrations,  metro,  VE, 
FaDAC,  deflection  .aid  fuze  corrections,  data  for  replot,  high -angle 
fire,  observed  and  surveyed  idring  charts,  safety,  extensive  practical 
application  ana  lessons  learned, 

(2)  Operation  of  these  e-ursos  is  not  expected  to  be  a 
panacea  but  should  prove  a  step  forward  in  insuring  the  timely  and 
accurato  delivery  of  devastating  artillery  fires  on  the  enemy.  Con¬ 
tinued  and  vigorous  training  at  tho  lowest  levels  for  all  elements  of 
the  gunnery  chain  is  still  required  to  insuro  traditional  artillery 
professionalism .

(l)  The  tactical  situation  often  requires,  changes  in  plans 
during,  the  planning  ..tr.se,  *ha  planning  for  Operation  .-HOWiliC  (KL«- 
li.TH  FALLS)  pointed  up  the  difficulties  encountered  by  thin  head-  uniters 
in  attempting  to  program  circuit  requirements  within  the  30  day  time 
frame  desired  by  U3.UiV  and  HftCV.  planning  started  on  28  /tug  67,  Be¬ 
tween  that  time  and  O-Lay,  1  Doc  67,  numerous  major  changes  lesre  made  in 
the  task  organization,  the  concept  of  operation  and  the  time  ,’raae 
during  which  the  operation  would  Ivs  conducted.  For  example  major  changes 
in  the  concept  of  the  operation  and  in  th-.  task  organization  wore  rude 
as  late  as  22  Nov  anl  26  Nov#  The  time  parameters  were  again  changed 
twj ce  while  the  operation  was  in  progress.  This  is  a  classic  trample 
of  attempting  to  program  coaaunicatiws  su..port  for  a  "planned"  opera¬ 
tion.  In  order  to  program  circuits  w-il  in  advance  of  an  operat  on 
the  planners  must  have  fim  taowlud.  o  tf  what  the  task  organization  is 
going  to  be,  the  area  of  operation  involved,  and  the  dates  that  t:  e 
circuits  will  be  required, 

(2J  Convorsoly,  numerous  unit  redeployments  are  made  with 
little  or  no  prior  notice  in  the  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  This  necessi¬ 
tates  a  rapid  response  by  communications  rei’scnnel  at  ail  levels,  t\t 
long  as  the  fluid  tactical  situation  causes  frocuent  oh  nges  in  opera¬ 
tions  plans  and  results  in  short  mticu  deployment  of  major  troop  uni  ts, 
a  requirement  to  program  circuits  30  days  in  advance  is  unrealistic.  To 
date  the  Southeast-  Asia  Wide  B\n£  System  and  .uCS  ha3  responded  extre¬ 
mely  well  to  immediate  rcauireswnt3  for  ergoncy  circuits.  It  is

a.  There  were  eight  trials  by  general  •courta<s2artisl  convened 
by*  the  CesEflndiug' General,  I  Field  Per  ce  Vicntaa,  during  the  quarter  coo- 
pared  to  thr4a  the  previous  quarter,  The  offenses  involved  in  all  the 
cases  were  military  type  offense, .  Eighty-seven  special  and  ‘38  eassaxy 
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court  s-eartial  records  of-  trial  were  reviewed  for  legal  sufficiency. 

This  rolocts  an  increase  of  36  special  and  six  summary  courts-martial 
cases  over  the  previous  quarter, 

b.  Thirteen  claims  of  Army  personnel  for  loss  of,  or  damage, 
to,  personal  property  incident  to  service  were  adjusted  and  paid,  com¬ 
pared  to  16  tho  treidouo  quarter.

a.  Item.  Installation  of  Army  area  C&acuni cation  System  Circuits. 
Disaussion:  During  combat  operations  it  is  highly  desirable  to  keep  the 
communications  systems  installed  by  Field  Force  Signal  unitf  free  ‘for  com¬ 
mand  and  control  circuits,  Tc  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  for  the 
Field  Force  Signal  Officer  to  undertake  direct  coordination  with  army 
Area  Communications  Stmt 'em  Personnel,  to  accomodate  administrative  and 
logistic  support  elements  present  in  forward  areas. 

Observation!  W»n  Fossibl  ,  Army  Area  Systems  to  the  tactical  units 
should  be  installed  simultaneously  with  Field  Force  command  and  control 
systems.  Ideally  His  action  will  result  in  freeing  the  Field  Foroe 
system  from  the  initial  burden  of  providing  administrative  and  logistic 
circuits  and  will  mako  them  more  available  and  responsive  t°  the  needs  of 
command. 

b.  Item.  Agavenco  Spray  System 

Diocuasion:  Two  200  gallon  capacity,  Agavenco  Spray  Systems  wore  received 
by  DSA,  II  Corps  in  January  68,  Oho  Bprayer  has  been  leaned  to  the  1th 
Infantry  Division  and  the  other  to  the  173d  nfcn  Me,  The  sprayers,  mount¬ 
ed  in  UB-1  Helicopters,  are  being  used  to  attack  rice  seedling  teds  in 
approved  herbicide  areas  and  for  perdnetei’  defoliation.  There  are  cer¬ 
tain  precautions  which  must  be  observed  when  using  the  Agavenco: 

(1)  She  helicopters  must  fly  at  speeds  in  excess  of  50  knots 
to  activate  the  system  and  to  provide  enough  pressure  to  dispense  the 
herbici-n  properly, 

(2)  The  sprayer  must  bo  turned  off  whilo  the  bslicopter  banks 
in  order  to  prevent  herbicide  from  spraying  against  the  aides  of  the  air¬ 
craft.  Herbicide  is  harmful  to  paint, 

(3)  ’’ho  spray  system  should  be  mounted  after  the  helicopter  has 
been  fully  fueled,  since  the  spray  .boom  on  the  right  side  must  he  removed 
to  allow  refuelling, 

(4)  A  filter  shoule  be  placed  ever  tho  mouth  of  the  intake  tube 
to  prevent  sludge  frdm  being  drawn  into  tho  spray  tapk. 

Observational  Proper  utilization  of  the  Agavenco  sprayers  in  &  crop  de¬ 
struction  role  could  maintain  great  pressure  oh  tbs  enemy* s  food  rasourses. 
Operators  end  pilots  must  be  familiar  with  precautions  to  be  observed 
whilv  spraying. 
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o.  I teat  Targeting  e5  Interdiction  Fires, 

t>l3cu83lon;  Targeting  of  interdiction  fires  has  not  alway  made 
the  Wot  Wo  of  current  intelligence.  Interdiction  fires  have  sometimes 
been  planned  based  on  intuition  and  experience,  on  trails,  otreea  junction, 
etc,  instead  of  on  areas  whore  there  is  a  high  probability  of  enemy  pre¬ 
sence,  The  fragmentation  of  artillery' units  has  also-contributed  to  the 
situation,  as  more  ana  acre  interdiction  firo  planning  is  done  at  lower 
echelons  which  do  not  have  rapid  access  to  intelligence  agencies,  Intolr 
ligence  available  to  targeting  agencies  at  all  levels  has  tended  to  he 
too  stale  for  targeting  purposes, 

Observation:  Division  and  Corps-level  FSCS's  have  the  personnel 
and  the  resources  to  overcome  these  shortcoming;}.  It  is  necessary  to 
establish  a  direct  channel  of  communication  between  the  FSCC/FSCE  and 
the  G2  to  insure  current  intelligence  in  the  fora  of  prieoiwr  interroga¬ 
tion,  agent,  aerial  and  ground  reconnaissance  reports  is  made  available 
for  trageting  use  while  it  is  still  valid.  By  targeting  on  a  dally  basis 
and  utilizing  the  most  current  intelligence  available,  the  FSCC/FSCE  can 
produce  interdiction  programs  which  do  not  waste  artillery  aaumition  and 
which  will  result  in  a  higher  probability  of  inflicting  significant  dam¬ 
age  on  the  enemy, 

d.  Item:  Targeting  of  B$2  strikos. 

Pis cu3 slon:  TargeUns  for  B52  strikes,  has  bys«j -accomplished  many 
times  without  as  complete  an  analyeisas  desired.  B52  targets  should 
meet  the  following  criteria: 

(1)  Tho  target  must  bo  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  the 
expenditure,  of  great  amounts  of  or dance, 

(2)  Itmabbo  a  target  that  .'ill  remain  in  position  long  enough 
to  allow  complete  coordination  of  the  strike. 

Observation:  Effective  targeting  requires  that  all  intelligence 
bo  screened  and  analyzed  to  determine  if  the  area  under  otudy  meets  the 
above  criteria.  In  addition  to  the  location,,  nature,  size  and  shape  of 
tho  target,  tho  following  information  must  be  determined: 

(1)  Vulnerability  of  the  target  l»e,  bunkers  with  overhead  co¬ 
ver,  foxholes,  etc, 

(2)  Capability:  Docs  target  pose  a  major  threat  to  friendly 
troops?  Does  the  target  have  the  capability  of  moving  rapidly? 

(3)  Itecuperability;  Can  target  recuperate  -soon  after  -the  . strike 
to  pose  a  continued  threat;  to  friendly  troops? 

(4)  Terrain:  Hilly,  flat  or  h cavil/  wooded  terrain  will  effect 
tho  level  of  damage can  bo  accomplished, 

(5)  .  Proximity  to  friendly  troops,  religious  monuments,  notional 
shrines  or  friendly  civilians  must  be  considered. 

After  considering  all  tb8  above,  the  target  box- must  be  planned  to 
inflict  maximum  damage  on  tho  cnemyvhlld  holding  the  level  of  risk  to 
all  friendly  personnel  end  installations  at  a  minimum,  Onco  a  target  is 
chosen  it  must  be  updated  continually  td  determine  continuing  validity. 
With  proper  analysis  and  targeting  techniques  the  BJ2  strike  can  yield 
better  results;  . 

o.  Item:  Logistifial  resupply  to  advisory  teams  in  areas  not  readi¬ 
ly  accessible  by  land  W0» 
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DISCUSSION;  Resupply  d*  advisory  t.otis  in  inaceoesible  areas  can  prove 
challenging  especially  vhc-n  all  military  coaion  user  aircraft  are  engaged 
in  other  prioilty  tactic  1  or  logistical  airlift,  Throe  choicer  exist 
Is  resupplying  those  inaccessible  areas  which  rate  a  lower  priority  of 
response,  In  order  of  gcivr  1  merit,  they  are; 

(1)  Effieion'  scheduling  of  dedicated  aircraft;  such  as 
07**0,  »iiich  aw  made  available  to  Pield  Force  Headquarters.  Thus  cany

Tactical  Zone 
(CTZ)  yip  demonstrated  during  the  h.evy  fighting  in  the  cok  To  crea  dur¬ 
ing  November  1967.  Even  if  aircraft  had  boon  ovs  liable  to  fly  the  pa¬ 
tients  directly  to  the  hospital  soao  of  tJu-a  w.‘ul'  no  doubt  have  died  dur«» 
ing  the  trip;  whereas  none  of  the  929  wyundej  in  a^fen*  who  wore  admitt¬ 
ed  to  the  clearing  stations  of  the  173d  <ibn  51e  and  the  4th  Inf  biv  at 
Dak  To  during  the  month  of  November  died  either  in  tie  clearing  stations 
or  onroute  td'tho  hospital.

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(1)  At  Phan  Thiot  X?  2/7,  a  reinforced  batvallon,  had 
been  supported  by  an  entire  medical  company  of  tho  15th  Medical  Battalion, 
Changes  in  distribution  .of  troops  msdo  it  desirable  to  utilize  this  com¬ 
pany  more  fully  in  support  of  a  brigade  Inst ted  of  the  smaller  task  force.

Observation;  Medical  elements  organic  to  combat  units  are  not  panned  or 
equipped  to  support  tho  multiple  units  deployed  over  the  extended  dis¬ 
tance  that  have  been  encountered  in  II  CTZ„  -uxiy  level  medical  resources 
should  be  kept  available  to  supplement  the.  medical  elements  of  combat 
units  when  they  become  oyer extended.

Dlecuasio.i;  Emphasis  should  be  placed  o/x  the  integration  of  US  medical 
civic  action  program  (MbjCni'a)  with  Vietnamese  health  efforts.  The  man¬ 
ner  in  which  restraint  and  proper  channeling  and  coordination  <£  MEbCAP 
efforts  con  contribute  to  the  long  tew,  improvement  of  the  yiet)iame39 
health  care  was  demonstrated  during  an  outbreak  of  plague  in  November  in 
the  An.Hhon  Subsector  of  Binh  Dinh  Province,  The  initial  reaction  to  tho 
outbref-k  was  for  the  UjS.  Military  units  to  rush  in  and  quickly  institute 
control  and  treatment  measures,  but  tempering  this  effort  and  coordina¬ 
ting  it1  with  the  province  and  district  health  resources  resulted  In  the 
outbreak  being  an  excellent  training  Vehicle  fer  Vietnamese-  health  workers 
and  for  the  villagers.  The  key  coordinator  ia  this  case- was  the  115*11/ 
COfJJS  Assistant  Health  Officer,  Iiegion  IX.  Similar  results  can  bo  obtain¬ 
ed  at  tho  province  level,  if  care  is  taken  by  U,3,  Military  units  to  in¬ 
sure  thit  the  medical  assistance  they  wish  to  render  in  a  community  is 
coordinated  through  and  used  to  supplement  the  existing  Vietnamese  health 
system.

be  gcarod  to  trailing  and  auga3fatat3.cn  whenever  possible  rather  than  to 
treatment  by  U,S.  personnel. 

1,  Item;  Operation  of  helicopters  in  the  immediate  vie ini*v 
of  airfiolds  surfaced  with  T-17  membrane  or  IX-19  matting. 

Discussant  The  operation  of  helicopters,  especially  the  CH-47  and 
CK-54,  immediately  kdjaefint  to  an  airfield  surfaced  with  MX-19  or  over 
one  vurfftced  with  T-17  membrane  presents  a  definite  hazard  to  the  field's 
operational  capability  as  the  up-wash  from  the  helicopters  will  tend  to 
lift  the  surficinr  material  obi  to  carry  it  along  wit*  the  helicopter  for 
a  short  distance',  This  r  .suits  in  a  displacement  of  the  runway  align¬ 
ment,  wrinkles  in  the  ratting  failure  of  the  .anchorage  system  ar.d  possi¬ 
ble  ripping  of  T-17  tk-ibrdso  scams.  The  T-17  mcmbrane  field  at  Due  lap 
was  reeeirly  damaged  by  a  CK-47  that  'tcql^off  .from  the  parking  apron. 

Its  rotor  wash  lifted  up  a  large  number  cf  the  anchorage  stales,  there¬ 
by  rendering  this  portion  of  the  apron  utuscable,  nt  Plei  jjereng  o 
Cifc?  lifted  up  an  ehtiro  section  of  tho  MX »!9  -runway  causing,  a  major  dis¬ 
placement  in  the  runway's  alignment.  This  incident  isnalnlir  attributable 
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to  insufficient  anchoring  of  the  hX-19  to  the  subgrado,  thereby  allowing 
the  rotor-wash  to  get  under  the  patting  causing  the  cutting  to  lift  up. 

Observation ;  largo  helicopters;  such  as  CH-A?  and  CH-54,  should  be  land¬ 
ed  away  froo  T-17  and.KX-19  airfields  and  should  avoid,  if  at  all  possi¬ 
ble,  hovering  at  low  altitudes  near  the  runway  or  parking  apron.  .mcKo- 
rage  systems  -for  HX-19  must  secure  the  tatting  firmly  to  the  subgrade 
and  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  withstand  the  lifting  effect a  of  low 
flying  helicopters, 

j.  Item:  Use  of  culverts  in  pl&as  of  bridges  along  insecure 
routes  or  lnareas  where  enemy  incidents  are  frequent. 

Discussion:  Use  of  culverts  in  these  situations  is  desirable  as  cul~ 
yerts' are  staple  to  construct,  easy  to  repair,  difficult  and  costly  to 
destroy  and  built  using  noneritieal  materials  and  equipment,,  a  captain 
risk  oust  bo  expected  in  areas  of  heavy  run-off  as  washouts  may  .y'cur 
during  the  monsoon  scasen. 

Observation;  The  use  of  culverts  whenever  feasible  will  result  in  on 
overall  saying  of  engineer  resources, 

k.  Item:  Current  referencu-3  concerning  bunker  or  shelter  design, 

Ciscuasion:  The  current  fiold  manual-  on  bunker  or  shelter  design, 
fit  J-lfi,  field  Fortification,  Fob  63  doesjjpt  contain  adequate  mater¬ 
ial  to  meet  exy&at  requirements  am  it  does  not  provide  data  on  the  meth¬ 
od  to  design  a  specific  sized  hunker  to  withstand  the  offsets  of  a  spe¬ 
cific  weapon.  Each  unit  within  II  CT2  designs  bunkers  based  upon  its 
own  design  concepts,  whereas  the  best  design  is  often  not  selected  or 
considered,  A  testing  program  should-  )>e  conducted  to  determine  what  de¬ 
signs  should  be  employed  and  a  publication  covering  them  distributed. 
Standard  designs  should  consider  commonly  used  bunker  sizes;  such  as  tho 
four  man  fighting  bunker  (8*  x  16*  x  6<-6 ");  penp sny  Cr  bunker  (16*  x 
16'  x  6'-6"J;  battalion  Cr  bunkc-r  (16»  X  2JS  X  6'-6")  and  the  brigade 
or  .division  TOC  {16'  x  AS*  x  6'-6").  Commonly  used  designs  in  II  CJZ 
are  based  upon  providing  protection  from  62  mm  mortar,  120  am  and  1A0  ca 
rocket  and  105  arty. 

Observation:  A  manual  or  publication  is  tanodiatsly  needed  fce  provide 
a  rtcxdard  method  of  designing  both  abovo  and  below  ground  protective 
bunkers,  to  furnish  design  data  and  to  provide  effective  bunker  desire 
based  upon  defense  against  specific  weapons, 

l.  Item:  K8A1  matting  failures  under  heavy  usage.. 

Discussion:  Tho  failure  of  K8A1  matting  fron  heavy  usage-  bj  'ir  craft 
supporting  a  brigade  base  was  observed  at  Bao  hoc  Airfield  uuriug  Opera¬ 
tion  WAMATh  F.iLLS,  This  airfield  was  completed  on  20  Hoy  67  just  prior 
to  the  start  of  this  operation  end  was  in  excellent  condition.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  operation  on  15  Jari  68  the  field  had  received  oyer  1000 
C-I30  sorties  and  two  points  of  weakness  had  deveta;,ed  in  the  K&il  mat- 
ti up.  First,  the  welds  cracked  on  either  side  of  the  ccyer  plate  allow¬ 
ing  the  connecting  j.ins  .to  cone  loose  and  the  ends  of  the  matting  to  turn 
up.  Oyer  of  the  matting  planks  sustained  at  least  one  failure  of 
this-type.  Secondly,  heavier  duty  tacking  lugs  are  needed  os  numerous 
problems  were  encountered -due  to  locking  lug  failure  which  allowed  the 
matting  to  shift  and  becoso  disengaged  from  tho  adjacent  piece.  It  is 
suspected  that  these  failures  nay  be  attributable  to  the  effects  of  a 
C-130's  impact  during  touch-down,  landing  and  prop  reversal.  This  im¬ 
pact  may  cause  each  panel  to  expand  minutely,  thereby  causing  the  K8-U 
matting  to  roll  up  in  front  -of  tho  C-130.  This  rolling  effect  may  ex¬ 
ert  sufficient  stress  on  the  welds  to  cause  then  to  fail.  These  fail¬ 
ures  forced  the  engineers  supporting  this  tactical  operation  to  devote

1.  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lessons 
Learned  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  January  1968  from  Headquarters, 

I  Field  Force  Vietnam  (DDLA). 


2,  (C)  Pertinent  comments  follow: 


a.  Reference  item  concerning  bunker  or  shelter  design,  page  57, 
paragraph  k,  section  II,  part  I;  and  page  58,  paragraph  a,  section  II,  part  II. 
Tests  are  being  conducted  by  a  number  of  agencies  [e.g. ,  Combined  Materiel 
Exploitation  Center  (CMEC)  and  III  MAF]  to  determine  the  effects  of  typical 
VC/NVA  weapons  against  prototype  bunkers.  To  date,  results  are  incom¬ 
plete,  In  practice,  bunkers  are  designed  to  utilize  locally  available  materials 
and  their  construction  is  dependent  upon  the  tactical  requirements.  A  typi¬ 
cal  design  is  capable  of  protecting  the  occupants  from  the  burst  of  a  mortar 
or  light  artillery  shell  impacting  15  meters  from  the  position. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  M8A1  matting  failures  under  heavy 
txsage,  page  57,  paragraph  1,  section  II,  part  I;  and  page  58,  paragraph  b, 
section  II,  part  II,  The  design  loading  for  M8A1  matting  is  200  applications  of 
a  25,  000  pound  single  wheel  load,  or  the  equivalent  of  200  C-13'0  takeoffs  or 
landings.  One  thousand  sorties  is  equal  to  two  thousand  loadings,  thereby  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  design  stress  by  a  factor  of  ten  in  less  than  two  months  for  the 
case  in  question.  Failure  of  the  matting  under  these  conditions  must  be  ex¬ 
pected,  and  extensive  maintenance  is  required  to  keep  the  airfield  operational 
under  unusual  traffic  conditions.
